MONTREAL (CUP) — A 
cowboy flashes on the screen, 
pushing his way through a field 
of Indians shooiing arrows at a 
native woman bound to a pole.

The game is called Custer's 
Revenge. The manufacturers, 
American Multiple Industries 
(AMI), has plans for two dozen 
more "adult** video games by 
1984. 

AMI president Stuart Kestcn 
has dscribed Custer's Revenge 
as an amusing game In which a 
woman willingly submits to a 
sexual act, say groups opposing 
AMI'S games. 

Atari, America*s leading 
video game manufacturer, is 
suing AMI for producing Cus- 
ter's Revenge, which can only 
be played on the Atari VCS 
2600 system. Atari has received 
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thousands of complainis aboui 
Cusicr's Revenge and is worried 
lis image as a marketer of 
family-oriented video games 
will be tarnished. 

American activists had al- 



ready campaigned against 
Custer's Revenge when 
Canadian customs approved it 
for import Oct, 18. By the end 
of October, 20 groups had 
mobilized to pressure customs 
inio banning importation of the 
game. 

These groups wrote letters 
and telegrams to Judy Erola, 
the status of women minister, 
and Pierre Bussiers, minister of 
revenue. Some groups also 
verbally harassed video game 
managers who planned to sell 
the game. They also planned a 
one-minute *'speak-out*' on 
CBC radio. 

That proved unnecessary. 
Customs reversed its decision 
Dec, 1. 

But the battle may not be 
over, AMI president Kesten has 
already sued Suffolk County in 
New York for banning the game 
and he may appeal the 
Canadian customs ruling.

ST. JOHN'S (CUP) — In the 
words of a corporate spokes- 
person seeking an executive 
from a placemcni agency, "give 
us a first class woman or a 
mediocre man," 

This quote epitomizes 
women's continuing fight 
against the stereotype that they 
are incompetent in business. 

Women are at a dis- 
advantage because few know 
the rules of the game played in 
the business world, said Nancy 
Creigluon, development officer 
with the St. John's development 
commission, recently. 

Women often find them- 
selves in a male-dominated 
corporate hcirarchy trying to 
prove themselves against a 
background of established ideas 
where the skills they learned in 
business school are useless, she 

said. 

"The hardest thing to deal 
with is that people arc getting 
the opinion thai women have 
attained parity in the work- 
place; yet the Canadian average 
for women's pay as compared 
to men's for the same work 
performed is only 59 per cent, 
not 100 per cent. 



"Clearly we have to continue 
an effective (attitude) of 
equality until men and women 
receive equal pay for equal 
work." 

Sexual role stereotyping is 
also alive and well in Canada's 
ci.irpoi iilii>ns, bhc aaid. Thib 
ranges from the attitude that the 
first women seen in an office 
must be a secretary to sexual 
harassment. Women executives 
must often maintain a role, 
refuse to perform certain tasks 
such as typing, for fear of the 
attitude that "she's so good at 
the IBM — she should stay 
there." 

Women are also brought up 
to play these stereotypical roles 
while ''men grow up playing 
team sports and developing 
competitive sense." Women 
must develop a business attitude 
that is otherwise ingrained in 
their male counterparts, she 
said. 

Women also have few role 
models to imitate and they have 
traditionally been confined to 
job ghettos, positions with low 
pay and few opportunities, 
Creighton added.

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Students Gall For Nfore Jobs at Mbetii^ with QibiiKt Mnister 



TORONTO — More summer 
job-crealion for post -secondary 
students was one of the issues 
highlighted when Ontario stu- 
dent leaders met with cabinet 
ministers Frank Miller, Bette 
Stephenson, and Margaret 
Birch> last week. 
The meeting, scheduled for 
10:30 a.m. at the Ministers' 
Public Delegation Room (24th 
Floor, Mowat Block) was at- 
tended by students representing 
the majority of Ontario's post- 
secondary institutions. 
Student leaders asked Social 
Development Minister Margaret 
Birch to make an increase in 
funding to summer job pro- 
grams directed at post- 
secondary students, as well as 
calling for a rollback in the 
expected student summer saving 
contrbution undr the Ontario 
Student Assistance Program 
(OSAP). 

Buchanan questionned the 
government's policy requiring a 
minimum $70 a week con- 
tribution form students' sum- 
mer earnings. '*If a student 
works for minimum wage s/he 
earns about $170 a week. If s/he 
lives away from home while 
workng, how realistic is it to 
expect that kind of con- 
tribution?" said Buchanan. 
"The Davis Government claims 
that it's creating a lot of jobs 
for youth, but the jobs they're 
creating — primarily for 15-19 
year-olds — are inadequate," 
says CFS-O/OFS researcher 
Richard Balnis. "Moreover, 
they do not have a significant 
effect upon the post-secondary 
population. The Iwo major 
job-creation programs directed 




towards students create fewer 
jobs now than they did six years 
ago," says Balnis, 
In response; Miller guaranteed 
the representatives at the 
meeting an increase in student 
work programs for the summer 



of '83. 

Another area of concern for the 
students is the government's 
proposed deficit legislation, 
which if passed, could lead to 
government-appointed super- 
visors running the affairs of 



universities with deficits larger 

than 2% of their operating 

costs. 

"We'll be tying this issue to the 

funding one because the two are 

directly linked,^' says CFS-O/

The student representatives also 
raised questions on ration- 
alization, accessibility (the 
Anisef study) and local issues. 
Joan Buchanan, Vice-President 
External for the Students' 
Genera) Association and a 
CFS-O executive member re- 
presented Laurentian at the 
meeting. 

'*It's frightful when the Minis- 
ter of Colleges and Univershies 
claims that the quality of 
education has not decreased 
when a number of reports from 
her own government's advisory 
boards show the opposite," said 
Buchanan, citing the example of 
the Ontario Council of Uni- 
versity Affairs (OCUA) report, 
"On the Brink". 



Hgh Airfares Qip Students' Wn^ 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Students 
will no longer be able to take 
advantage of discounts on 
one-way air travel, 

A new regulation recently 
approved by the Canadian 
Transport Commission has ab- 
olished these discounts offered 
by airlines^ such as CP Air 
Skybus, Deep discounts will 
only apply lo round-trip travel. 

Two major airlines* Air 
Canada and CP Air» have 
added another slipulation — 
deep-discount return tickets 
sold after Dec- 15 are good for 
only 60 days. 

This will make it doubly 
hard on students planning to 
pay cheaper airfares. It will be 
especially hard for those over 
21, who arc no longer eligible 
for youth standby. They will 
have to return to Ottawa within 
60 days of departure or pay full, 
fare, 

A fuU-farc return lickci to 
Calgary or Edmonton from 
Ottawa is $642, but a deep- 
discount return ticket to the^'^ 

same place costs S337, ^'^^^^/^ 

For Ken Crombic, a 22-ycar-l^> ,^CC-J^ 

old arts student, the new airfare ^ 

situation will put a damper on 

his plans lo return home to 

Calgary to work for the 

summer, 

"I'll still go but my profit 
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margin will certainly be re- 
duced," he said, "There's never 
a break for students who are 
travelling. For most of us it's a 
matter of surviving (financially) 
or seeing our families," 

Rene Syrenne, passenger 
sales manager of CP Air, says 
the airline chose the 60 day 
maximum for discounts because 
it best suited the majority of 
passengers using the service, 

Syrenne said the student 
market is important but it 
'*makes up a very small per- 
centage. If we make up a special 
fare available to students, we 
would have to make one 
available to businessmen, or 
clergy, or farmers," he said. "It 
would get ridiculous." 

A spokesperson for the 
commission says the new regu- 
lations were introduced in the 
best interest of the public, Greg 
Danylchenko of the Tariffs and 
Services Division said deep 
discount sales had to be cur- 
tailed before ihe airlines decided 
to raise prices across the board 
and get rid of discounts al- 
together. 

He agreed the situation for 
jiudents doesn't look too good, 
but said there is nothing the 
commission can do because the 
airlines set their own prices and 
lime requirements. D
